In offering the following Descriptive List of Flower Seeds, we 
have been influenced by a desire so to simplify it, that those unac- 
quainted with plants will be able to make a selection unaided, 
However, in every case when the selection is left to us, we will 
use our best endeavors to meet the wants of the purchaser—our 
long experience as practical florists giving us an intimate knowl- 
edge of the merits of each variety. Great care has been taken in 
selecting the seeds, and we send them out to speak for themselves. 


Remarks on the Sowing and Management of Flower Seeds, 


Flower seeds may be sown in the open border in April or May, 
as soon as the soil is in a fit condition. Some varieties will not 
bear transplanting, and will, therefore, require to be sown where 
they are intended to bloom. The greater part, however, are best 
sown in nursery beds, and transplanted, in damp, cloudy weather, 
to their blooming quarters. By this means the ground may be 
filled up with early spring blooming plants and bulbs, and the 
flower garden be always attractive, 

Many annual varieties are very attractive for winter decoration 
in the greenhouse or conservatory, when sown in pots in summer 
or fall. For sowing in pots, a mixture of leam, leaf-mold and 
sand is most desirable, the very fine seeds, such as Calceolaria, Pe- 
tunia, &c.,being merely scattered on the surface, and pressed into 
the soil. The larger seeds may be covered from one-eighth to 
one-quarter of an inch, 

‘The same remarks apply to sowing in the open border as well. 

A cold frame, ina shady situation, is preferable till the seeds 
are well up, when more air and light muy gradually be given, till 
at length they are hardy enough to stand the full sun. When 
large enough, transplant separately into small pots, and finally 
into blooming pots, keeping them as near the glass as possible, to 
prevent their becoming drawn up and unhealthy.
